Sterling devaluation rumoured 


European Bankers 
meet on dollar crisis 


BONN (AP). — After the worst 
week of the dollar crisis, West 
German and British leaders ur- 
gently consulted their financial 
aides yesterday behind a screen 
of silence 2s European Central 
Bankers met in Switzerland. 

In Germany, main battleground in 
ἃ struggle affecting the dollar's fu- 
ture role in the world, Finance Min- 
ister Helmut Schmidt called in U.S. 
Ambassador Martin J. Hillenbrand 
Zor three hours of talks. 

The meeting came after Schmidt 
returned from a British-French-Ger- 
man crisis meeting Friday right in 
Paris. Two weeks of dollar dumping 
by speculators, totalling some 
$20,000m. worldwide, prompted the 
Paris meeting and the others yes- 
terday. 

A French radio station claimed 
last night agreement had been 
reached to devalue the floating Eri- 
tisk pound to a new, fixed parity. 

The commercial station “Europe 
Number Oze" gave no source for 
the information. It sald the decision 
had been reached at Friday night's 
meeting of the British, French and 
West German finance ministers in 
Paris, but gave no indication what 
other decision may have heen 
reached, except to say France had 
agreed to take part in “a real 
European policy” on the monetary 
crisis. 

It said the Central Bankers meet- 
ing currently in Basle would discuss 
technical details of the refixing of 
the pound at a new parity, with the 
announcement coming today or to- 
morrow. 

British officlals declined comment 
yesterday on the French radio re- 
port. ‘Devalued from what? It’s 
een floating since last June,” one 
informant said. 


‘JOINT FLOAT’ 

Other sources, however, said the 
speculation might indicate that the 
British, French and West German 
Finance Ministers agreed at their 
meeting in Parls Friday night on a 
joint currency float of #11 Common 
Market currencies. 

In order to join in such a Com- 
mon Market float, these informants 
reasoned, the pound would first have 
to be repegged at a fixed rate in 
order then to be leunched again 
in a joint float with other Common 
Market currencies. This complicated 
procedure would be necessary be- 
cause of the special rules governing 
relations between Common Market 
moneys. 

Schmidt and Ottmar Emminger, 
German Central Bank vice-presi- 


dent, met for an hour with Chan- 
cellor Willy Brands at his Bonn 
home. 

In London, British Prime Minister 
Edward Heath met with Chancellor 
cf the Exchequer Anthony Barber 
and Sir Leslie O’Brien, governor of 
the Bank of England. 

Tota! secrecy was imposed on 
the results of all the meetings, 

The secrecy left unanswered 
these far-reaching questions in a 
weekend of uncertainty: 

— Will the Germans try to go 

on defending existing dollar 
rates despite failure so far to beat 
tack a massive speculator attack 
threatening to worsen German in- 
dation? 

MARKET SHUT-DOWN 

— Will the Germans temporarily 

shut down their foreign ex- 
change market tomorrow? Many 
bankers say this would be tanta- 
mount to letting the mighty Ger- 
man mark float upward to a level 
hurting German exports. The Ja- 
panese closed their exchange mar- 
ket yesterday to await Europe's 
decisions. 

— Will the Germans and Ja- 

Panese give up their fight to 

defend existing exchange rates and 
let the dollar in effect be devalued 
to a lower rate helpful for U.S. 
exports? 
— And will American, European and 
Japanese financial leaders schedule 
& meeting, as one Tokyo official 
predicted, to set new rates for the 
aoliar and other currencies? 

Central Bank Chiefs O'Bnien of 
Eritain and Emminger of Germany, 
after talks with their respective 
‘government leaders, went to Basle 
for a weekend meeting of Central 
Bankers from the leading non-Com- 
munist countries. 

These men, who manage the 
world's money supply, were ex- 
pected to discuss results of the cri- 
sis talks in Bonn, London and Paris. 

If their leaders back home had 
made amy monetary decisions, the 
bankers could be expected to dis- 
cuss Ways of carrying them out. 

After Brandt Presi- 
dent Nixon, Heath, and French Pre- 
sident Georges Pompidou Friday to 
seek a dollar solution, Nixon ordered 
a top aide to fly to Europe tomor- 
row for more crisis taiks. 

The aide, former U.S. Secretary 
of Commerce Peter G. Peterson, 
was expected in Bonn Wednesday. 

With European money markets 
normally due to open tomorrow, 8.

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Pakistan

ISLAMABAD. — Pakistani police - 
yesterday discovered a huge cache 
of Soviet-made arms in the Iraqi 
Embassy here.

The tally of arms and other 
equipment recovered at the Embassy 
included 300 sub-machineguns, 
probably kalachnikovs, 60,000 rounds 
of ammunition, 40 Soviet-made in- 
cendiary grenaces, guerrilla warfare 
training equipment and a long-range 
radio receiver and transmitter. 

The day-long drama began when 
Traqi Ambassador Hikmat Suleman 
was summoned to the Foreign Office 
and told that the “Pakistan Gov- 
ernment had information that crates 
of arms were being brought into the 
country by way of the Iraqi Em- 


The official statement said that 
the Pakistar government had satis- 
fied itself of the maguitude of the 
traffic and that the arms were being 
stored in the Iraqi-Chancery prior to 
distribution “to subversive elements.” 
Some had actually been distributed, 
the statement said. 


ENVOY PRESENT 


The Ambassador was asked for his 
consent to permit an inspection of 
the Embassy. The statement quoted 
the Ambassador as saying the 
erates contained books, and that in 
any case he could not give his con- 
sent without seeking the permission 
of his Government. 

Pakistan Foreign Secretary Mum- 
taz Alvie told the Ambassador that 
in the overriding interests of state 
Security, action could not be delayed.

Mortgage changes may 
lower apartment prices 


Jerusalem Post Reporver 

Prices of apartments in Israel 
should go down by 10 per cent if 
mortgage recommendations made 
last week by the Jewish Agency 
Assembly are implemented, Max 
Fisher, chairman of the cy's 
Boars of Directors, declared on Fri- 
lay. 


Mr. Fisher and Agency Chairman 
Arye Pincus were summing up the 
results of the four-day Assembly at 
@ press conference. 


The recommendations call for 90 
per cent mortgages to be provided 
for low-cost housing and no mort- 
gages to be provided for expensive 
housing. They also call for reduction 
of bank service charges from 1.5 
per cent to 0.5 per cent. The recom- 
mendations were made by Max Carl 
of Milwaukee, head of the largest 
mortgage insurance firm in the 
world. 


Mr. Pincus said that the first 
apartments specially designed for 
single immigrants —- consisting of 
one or one and a half rooms— will 
be available within six months. 
Single persons make up the bulk of 
the immigrants who leave the coun- 
ivy and the lack of housing is con- 
sidered one of the primary reasons. 


Mr. Fisher said that relations 
between Israel and the Diaspora

Caradon: 242’s essence is withdrawal 
to secure, recognized boundaries

Lord Caradon, the man regarded 
as the main euthor of the Novem- 
ber 1967 Security Council resolu- 
tion 242 on the Middle East, said 
yesterday its essential phrase was 
“withdrawal to secure and recogniz- 
ed boundaries.” 

Speaking in 2n interview with 
Israe] Radio, the former British Am- 
basaader to the U.N. said this 
phrase was often not sufficiently 
recognized. “But,” he added, “for 
borders to be secure, they have to 
be recognized, that’s why one has 
to reach agreement between the 
parties, This is the central point.” 

He said the resolution had been 
phrased most carefully in Engish, 
which was the text that counted. 

He thought it would have been 
wrong for the Security Counci] to 
draw a map. "The experfence since 
that resolution was adopted only 

led what we did.” 

nord Caradon said. he expected 
the parties to be ready to discuss 
any subject in peace negotiations 
and come to such talks without any 


preconditions. This is also the posi- 
tion of the Israel Government, he 
said. 

The best way, he held, would be 
to have an internationally sauthor- 
ized conference, although he realized 
that Israel‘ does not accept this 
idea and would like to have a con- 
ference of the parties alone, where 
each side could determine what 
should be discussed. But since the 
Arabs do not want peace negotia- 
tions at all, both sides could meet 
at an internationally sponsored con- 
ference, he belleved. 


“The malo thing waa to get start- 
ed somehow, One has- waited too 
long. People look for an Initiative; 
there is a desire to move now, one 
can hear it everywhere, both with 
my Arab ond Israeli friends,” Lord 
Ceradon said.

In an address at the Engineers 
and Architects Forum on Friday on 
the role of industry in encouraging 
the making of local equipment, he 


" said that “almost any product can 


and should be made here.” Those in 
favour of such self-reltance had to 
demonstrate that it was profitable 
to do so, he added. 

Local manufacture strengthened 
Self-assurance and the export capa- 
bility of suppliers, as it heightened 
the sense of responsibility, the pro- 
fessional and totellectual honesty of 
the planners. He had been impressed 
by these qualities in immigrant en- 
gineers who had asked him, "Why 
do you go abroad for planning cer- 
tain projects?” 

There were persuasive reasons for 
preferring local equipment planning 
and production, Mr. Bartel thought. 
A working hour of a planning engin- 
eer cost $25 in the U.S., two-thirds 
of that in Europe and 1,30 here. 

It was difficult to estimate the 
total scope of projects ordered 
abroad, but it was probably consi- 
derable and much more could be 
undertaken here. The investment in 
industrial equipment here was 
TL550m. in 1969, IL600m. in 1970,

TEL AVIV. — Yosef ("Yuszi’) 
Laria, owner of the Puerto Rico 
bar here, was sentenced on Friday 
to five years’ im risonment for 
extorting some Tr 800,000 from a 
compulsive gambler who hed 
“falien into ies clutches.” 

Ia passing sentence. District 
Court Judge Elisha -‘Sheinbaum said 
there was only one extenuating cir- 
cumstence in the whok: case: the 
victim, Dr. Boris Bishon, a food 
techniclan and bustiessman, had be- 
come involved with Laria of his 
own free will — after he had al- 
ready incurred serious gambling

Laria was found guilty of extor- 
flon by force and threats of force 
and conspiring to commit a crime. 
He was arguitted. of charges of 
kidnapping and failing to declare 
foreign currency earpings.

LIBYAN URGES ALL-OUT WAR 


Gaddafi rejects 
attack at Canal 


BEIRUT. — Libyan leader Col. 
Mu’ammer Gaddafi said in an in- 
terview published on Friday that it 
would be “a strategic military er- 
ror" for Egypt to try to attack in 
strength across the Suez Canal. 

Gaddafi, in an interview with the 
editor of the Beirut dally “Ai-Bay- 
Tak," said the “coming battle” with 
Israel “will be 2 confrontation in 
which elther Israel will be finished 
or the ‘Arabs will fail, but wilt not 
be finished.” 

“Israel showed remarkable cou- 
Tage in 1967 in taking the decision 
to go to war and in boldly attacking 
the Arab states,” Gaddafi said He 
urged the Arab states to follow Is- 
rael's example and to wage total 
war.

Egypt to use 
Bonn aid 
for industry

BONN. Egypt will use the 
Major part of new capital aid 
from Bonn to purchase sorely need- 
ed spare parts and machinery for 
its industry, according to official 
figures released here on last week's 
economic agreement between the 

two countries. 

The Bonn Foreign Office said yes- 
terday that $29m. out of a totat 
of §51m. In long-term low interest 
eredits for 1972 and 1973 is ear- 
marked for this purpose. 

The accord, signed in Cairo last 
Thursday, is seen here as a major 
Step towards restoring West Ger- 
many’s former strong position in 
trade with Egypt. 

Senior Bonn negotiator Guenther 
Van Well said on German tele- 
vision Friday night that the agree- 
ment is the “logical consequence” 
cf resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Cairo last year after a 
seven-year hreak in 1965 when 
West Germany recognized Israel. 

Van Well said the “basis for in- 
tensifying economic relations” with 
Catro has been established 

However, Bonn’s economic ald is 
linked to Cairo holding to its pledge 
to start repaying $150m. in back 
debts to Bonn, two thirds of Egypt's 
total obligations to West Germany. 

Van Well also discussed the 
Middle East situation with the 
Egyptian government and an an- 
nouncement released in Bonn seid 
both sides were convinced a “spee- 
dy, just, and lasting” solution to 
the Middle East conflict “as pro- 
vided for by U.N. Security Council 
Resolution 242" was in the interest 
of detente and peace in the world. 


Zayyat bemoans 
‘crushing’ cost 
of M-E conflict 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI). The 
financial burden of the Middle East 
situation “is crushing,” Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Mohammed Hassan 
el-Zayyat said yesterday. 

“We cannot go on Hke this much 
longer,” the minister said. ‘The 
crisis is headed toward a climax in 
the next few months.” 

Zayyat headed the Egyptian 
delegation to the annual ministerial 
conference of the 41i-nation Or- 
ganization of African Unity (OAU). 

Conference sources said the meet- 
ing was expected to end last night 
after adoption of resolutions, includ- 
ing one condemning continued Israeli 
occupation of Arab lands. 

Zayyat said the U.S. was blocking 
any move toward 8 breakthrough in 
the area by continuing to give Is- 
rael weapons. 

“Egypt is not asking Washington 
to break relations with Israel,” he 
sald. “What we want is for Amer- 
ica to stop supplying Israel with 
weapons. While these shipments 
continue, the U.S. is occupying Arab 
land by proxy.” 


Ἐς German envoy 
condemns Israel 
for ‘aggression’ 


NEW YORK (UPI). — East Ger- 
many's permanent observer to the 
UN., in his first public appearance 
here, condemned Israel for “con- 
tinued aggression against the Arab 
states.” 

‘The envoy, Horst Grunert, told a 
Meeting sponsored by the "Americaz 
Soclety of the German Democratic 
Republic" that his government “has 
always pursued a pollcy of support- 
ing the Arab states because of our 
belief that they have played a very 
important part in the international 
Movement against imperialism.” 

There were occasional shouts of 
disapproval from the audience, par- 
ticularly when the questioning turn- 
ed to the Berlin Wall. But Grunert 
defended the Wall by saying it was.

“West Germany was using the 
slogan of unification to wage an eco- 
Domie war against our republic,” he 
said.

7,000 Ugandans watch 


firing squad execution 


KAMPALA (Reuter). — A Ugandan 
;was executed by firing squad before 
some 7,000 people near the clty 
centre here yesterday, one of 12 
people due to be executed publicly in 
various parts of the country. 

But unlike the 11 others, who 
were belng executed in public for 
guerrilla activities, Badru Semakula 
was described by a military spokes- 
man as an armed robber. 

In Kampala, the crowds started 
gathering an hour or more before 
the execution. A main road nearby 
was blocked with people and cars. 

Men stood on the tops of trucks 
and smal boys climbed trees to 
get a better view. Women carried 
babes In arms, and smail children 
Tan around. Many people carried 
umbrellas to keep off the sun. 

The condemned man was brought 
by military police from a nearby 
military prison. He wore a grey 
hood, so that his face could not be 
seen, and the army uniform in which 
jhe was said to have been arrested 
three weeks ago, posing as a Ugan- 
dan sokier. 

Soldiers roped him to a tree, the 
execution squad took up position 
and the order was given to fire. 
The dead man's head slumped for- 
ward, but the ropes prevented him 
from falling. 


CROWD BREAKS UP 

The crowd continued talking, and 
then began to drift away. An army 
doctor pronounced him dead, and 
his body was placed in a coffin. 

Semakula was the only man exe- 
cuted in Kampala. The other 11 
were due to be shot in seven pro- 
vinclal towns, in line with a ruling 
by President Idi Amin's Defence 
Council that each should be exe- 
cuted in his own home district “so 
that everyone, including his parents, 
can see.” 

The 12 were sentenced by a spe- 
clai military tribunal which sat in 
secret at a Kampala military pri- 
son over the past two weeks.

Lev awards first prize for the best packaging design 
to Mr. Dani Bor-Shay, art director of ASTRA 
Graphic Design of Telma Blue-Band. 


Pleasant packaging is to a gond 
consumer product what good manners 
are to an honest person. This form 
of regard for its buyers,. mainly the 
housewives of Israe] and 25 other 
countries around the world, has won 
the Telma Blueband Company of Hai- 
fa the first prize in the contest for 
the finest packaging of an export 
product, held during the Israel Food 
‘Week in Tel Aviv last month. A 
panel of nine judges of several 
countries, including Lord Sainsbury 
of Drury Lane, Chairman of the J. 
Sainsbury Food Chain, selected the 
best entry. 

To quote Telma Blueband man- 
ager, Ernst Shimon Teltsch: ‘We 
really try hard all the time to renew 
and improve our packaging, as well 
as our products. We have a special 
department to do just that, with a 
graphic artist in charge of it. It’s not 
ἃ case of art for the sake of art. In 
the food business throughout the 
world, competition is very keen, par- 
ticularly in the marketing of what 
we call convenience foods. By that 
we mean foods that are easy and 
quick to prepare and to serve by wo- 
men or men who have a lot of other 
things to do and can’t spend hours 


‘in the kitchen, as housewives used to-, 


do in the past. The packaging of 
convenience food items must do two 
things: it must be attractive and 
eye-catching; and it must give the 
buyer clear, easy-to-understand in- 
formation he or she needs to know to 
prepare the food for serving.” 


Teamwork on Packaging 
This recipe for successful market- 
ing may look as easy to follow as 


it is to prepare an instant borsht{the-. 


latest Telma product on the market 
— "just add water — serve hot or 
cold”) but Jt calls for much prepa- 
ratory work at the factory level 
“Our packaging pcople work together 
with the product development unit. 
They exchange information, screen 
suggestions, throw drafts and 
sketches back and forth as in a 
ping-pong game, until the result 
pleases everybody," said general man- 
ager Teltsch. “The guideline is that 
the finished package must look at- 
tractive on the shelf in selfservice 
shops, like the supermarkets, where 
there are no grocers’ wives to ins- 
truct the shopper in how to prepare

the food.” Since self-service shops 
have come into fashlon, the packag- 

. ing in which food products are offered 
has become nearly as important as 
the quaiity. Of course, if packag- 
ing is substituted for quality. the 
manufacturer will find his custom- 
ers buying twice only—the first 
time and last time.” 


Snegs Siowing innovations 

Mr, Teltsch sighed deeply when he 
Usts ‘the obstacles the Israel food 
manufacturer and exporter runs up 
against when he tries to modernize 
his packaging. ‘We have trouble get- 
ting new materials. There are 
changes in this field all the time, but 
our suppliers tend to be conservative. 
Paper, cardboard, aluminium and tin- 
foil and tins no longer have an ex- 
clusive monopoly cf this market. 
Slow change is very much a dis- 
advantage. And Hf new materials 
are too expensive, because the cus- 
toms duty is too high or for other 
reasons, the effect is as If the ma- 
terlals were simply not available.” 

The Food Industry Exhibition in 
Tel Aviv last month has driven home 
some lessons to the Government offi- 


giant food manufacturing concerns, 
mainly in the U.S.A., Britain and

fgets at their disposal to introduce 
their new foods to the consumer. 
They spend it on market research 
and (publicity in the” newspapers, 
colour magazines and TV — all

Telma Blueband's answer to the 
powerful propaganda artillery of the 
world’s food-making goliaths is to 
specialize. ‘We are scoring in the 
international food contest by concen- 
trating on speciality items. In trade 
jargon they are called gourmet foods. 
They appeal to food-conscious, so- 
phisticated consumers who are look- 
ing for something new, interesting, 
exotic to 588."

Altogether we are 
making headway in America, South 
Africa, Hongkong and Kenya, Even 
in Germany and aAustria, where 
Jewish markets exist no more, our 
foods sell well, and it seems that

—adds to their appeal,” said Mr, 
Teltsch. 

“Mediterranean appeal" has always 
been a big factor with North Euro- 
peans. Buyers at the Food Exhibition 
said openly: “Show us something Is- 
raeli that we can offer in our mar- 
ket." Fallafel mix, for instance, has 
become an attraction as a spicy vege- 
tarian cocktail snack at the social 
gatherings of the sophisticated. Sah- 
lab dessert is gaining ground because 
of its reputation among the Orientals 
as an aphrodisiac. Sahlab (identical 
with the Hebrew word sahlav) is 
derived from a wiid orchid which is 
credited for an invigorating effect, 
and which 15 being imported from 
several neighbouring countries ‘at 
great expense. 

In order to circumvent the high 
cost of introducing its food in mar- 
kets where the name of Telma Elue- 
band is still unknown, the Haifa eem- 
pany enters into agreement with 
well known Jarge retal] chain store 
companies which market them as 
their “private brands” under their 
own tabel.

Dr. Jens ἃ. Pohi, 82, senior lec- 
turer at the School of Building at 
the University of New South Wales, 
and newly-appointed Professor of 
Architecture et the California Poly- 
technic State University, U.S., claims 
that 2 12-storey construction would 
not only be possible, it would be 
safe, extremely light-weight and 
low-cost. 

In fact, he estimated, such 8 
building would cost only about 
$A20,000 for the entire outside wall— 
a tiny fraction of the costs involved 
ina ‘conventional structure. “By the 
end of this century crowded cities 
well be compelled to erect new 
multi-storey buildings at the rate 
of one a day,” Dr. Pohl said. 


HOW IT’S MADE 
Third-year students of the Uni- 
versity of New South Wales School 
Building designed and construct- 
a two-storey airssupported build- 


of 
ed 


iying inside the school’s research la- 


boratory in Sydney. Standing nearly 
ree metres high and four metres 
in diameter, the structure is basi- 
cally a cylinder of tough polyvinyl

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What the latest 


financial crisis 


is all about

LONDON (UPI). — The world's 
uew monetary crisis has its 
roots in the little New Hamp- 
shire resort of Bretton Woods. 
There in 1944 economists from 
47 countries devised 4 new in- 
ternational money system an- 
chored to the American dollar. 

Few Americans then realized 
the anchor would become ἃ mill- 
stone around Uncle Sem's neck. 
The U.&., then the only financial 
Super power as World War I 
neared its end, agreed to redeem 
dollars at home and abroad for 
gold at $35 an ounce, giving 
birth to the cliche, “The dollar 
is as good as gold." 

Today, to the consternation of 
Americans Uving and travelling 
abroad, the dollar is no longer 
backed by gold or prized by 
Europeans and Asians 85 it 
once was, and the world monec- 
tary system is growing nearer 
to disarray 

But what few Americans real- 
ize is that a black day for the 
dollar abroad is a red-letter day 
for America's export drive. 


FINANCING WARS 


After the war, dollars con- 
tinued to flow abroad to provide 
aid to war-ravaged countries, to 
buy forelgn goods and services 
and to finance the Korean and 
Vietnam wars. Free-spending 
American tourists added to the 
deluge. 

America was spending far 
more abroad than it was earn- 
ing through exports, thus cre- 
ating huge deficits in its interna- 
tional balance of payments. By 
1971 far more dollars were mov- 
ing around abroad’ than the U.S. 
had gold to redeem them. 

Speculators began selling sur- 
plus dollars in huge amounts on 
the foreign exchanges of Europe 
and Japan, hoping to profit by 
buying dollars back 85 their 
value dropped end by buying 
stronger foreign currency before 
its value increased, 

The speculators are not shad- 
owy figures furking in the 
world’s currency exchange mar- 
kets. Most of them are multi- 
national corporations, including 
American-controlled ones, which 
find it more prudent to shift sur- 
plus dollars into stronger for- 
eign currency. 

(Demand for the surplus dollars 
dropped, so did their value. For- 
eign governments, obliged under 
international monetary regula- 
tions to buy dollars to keep 
their value from dropping below 
fixed levels, clamoured for a 
formal devaluation of the dollar. 
This meant raising the dollar 

_ Price of gold so that it would 
take less gold to redeem dollars. 

A formal dollar devaluation 
needs Congressional approval. 
European economists acknowl- 


edge it would have been 2 DSY- 
chological blow to the American 
People and probably would have 
cost the Nixon Administration 
votes, 

Instead, President Nixon, in 
an announcement on August 15, 
1971, whieh stunsed the monet- 
ary world, simply suspended the 
dollar's gold convertibility. He 
knew this would have the same 
effect ag devaluation because 
dollary would ao longer be ré- 
deemable. 

The Administration reasoned 
that American exports would be- 
come cheaper and more competl- 
tive because it would teke less 
foreign currency to buy them: 
Americans would buy less for- 
eign goods as imports would cost 
more; and Americans would tend 
to vacation at home rather than 
spend more for loca) currency 
and travel abroad. 

The dollar dropped sharply in 
value abroad, creating the !Ilu- 
sion that speculators — not the 
Administration — had devalued it. 

Most European countries, and, 
later Japan, responded by al- 
lowing their currencies to “float” 
relatively free of thelr fixed ex- 
change rates against the dollar, 
according to supply and demand. 
ports more expensive. 

But since then, government 
central banks, particularly those 
of Japan and West Germeny, 
have resorted to buying specu- 
lators’ dollars in massive amounts 
te keep the value of their cur- 
rency from increasing so much 
as to jeopardize their own for- 
eign trade by making their ex- 
ports more expensive. 

Assured of a market for sur- 
plus dollars, speculators have 
continued to flood the market 
with them. 

“TWO-TIER” SYSTEM 

The flood grew into a torrent 
Jast month after Italy, in an ef- 
fort to check currency specula- 
tion there, introduced a “two- 
tier” system similar to those 
adopted earlier by France, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg. The sy's- 
tem retains the old fixed cur- 
rency exchange rates for trade 
transactions and creates a freely 
floating rate for speculators and 
tourists. 

Dollars then cascaded into 
Switzerland in search of the 
stable “blue chip" Swiss franc. 
The Swiss checked the influx by 
withdrawing all support for the 
dollar, Speculators next turned 
to the much-prized mark and 
yen. West Germany introduced 2 
series of exchange controls last 
week in an effort to stem the 
flow, but to Uttle aval. 

Several international monetary 
meetings have failed to resolve 
the probiem:. America’s pay- 
ments defictt “rematias large and 
economists sey it is ilkely to 
eontinue so for another two 
years.

Referring to the 12-storey model 
based on the same lines, Dr. Pohl 
indieated a major zafety feature to 
prevent the spread of damage 
from fire. Fireproof screens auto- 
matically slide between the mem- 
brane and the heat source, end 
whole floors can be sealed off. 


In the U.S., where “bubbles” 
have come into wide use in recent 
years, Dr. Pohl will cortinue to 
atudy application of this form of 
construction, and at the Folytech- 
nic State University in California 
he will specialize his research into 


computer applications to the build- 
ing method. 

But wherever the multi-storey 
air-supported building form may 
e@ppear next, Dr. Pohl offers one 
outstanding advantage’ for it. “If 
you tire of your neighbourhood, 
you can hook it on to a helicopter 
and have it down off to a rew 
site."

‘Washington and Moscow are look- 
ing for a Middle East peace formula 
now that the Vietnam cease-fire has 
been concluded, but nelther Cairo 
nor Jerusalem appear ready to make 
concessions at present, the French 
newspaper Le Monde said Friday.

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| MAKING A FRIEND 
OF YOUR ENEMY 


AISM has long been crit- 
iclzed for what Christians 
have seen as its emphasis on 
dry, impersonal legalism to the 
exclusion of love and what some 
Jews, too Orthodox Jews 
among them — see as an undue 
emphasis on the act of observ- 
ance of halacha (law) and mitfz- 
rot (commandments) to the ex- 
clusion of karana — the inten- 
tion, or the heart and soul one 
is supposed to put into one's ob- 
servance. 

Christianity professes faith 
and love as its cardinal tenets, 
reducing the entire Law to one 
eommandment: “Love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself’ — which, of 
course, is from the Bilbdle, 
in Leviticus 19:18 — and even 
going on to say: “Love thine 
enemy.” Around the time that 
Christianity was beginning to 
spread, the great talmudic Sage, 
Rabbi Akiva, sald: “Love uy, 
neighbour 85 - 

a great principle of the Tora.” 

Somewhat earlier, Hillel gave 
his famous reply to the heathen 

who asked him to teach him the 
entire Tora “al regei ahat” — 
“on one foot” or “according to 
one priaciple.” Hillel said: “What 
is hateful to you do not do to 
your fellow human being: this 
is the entire Tora. The rest is 
elaboration — go and learn it.” 
(According to the story, the 
heathen did so and converted te 
Judaism.) 

Well, I don't know exactly how 
to love mine enemy — much less 
how to love my neighbour as 
myself, And I can imagine to 
what furies of hatred and 
violence I would be driven by 
futile efforts te do so: we all 
know of those honest, otherwlse 

entie Christians among the Crus- 
paces: Inquisitioners and Con- 
quistadores of various sorts who 
slew Jews, Saracens, Redmen, 
Blackmen and all the other va- 
rietles of Infidels not out of hate 
or out of desire for conquest and 
loot, but out of love and cotm- 
passion for the otherwise-doomed 
Immortal souls of their victims.

the 613 Commandments: “When 
you see your enemy's ass lying 
helpless under its load, however 
unwilling you may be to help, 
you must give him a hand with 
it." The Midrash Tanhuma tells 
us: 

Rabbi Alexandri said: Two ass- 
drivers who are enemies are lead- 
Ing their pack-asses along the 
road. One of the asses suddenly 
collapses under the weigh of the 
load It {ts carrying. The other 
ass-driver, passing just then, 
thinks to himself: “Now doesn‘t 
the Tora command: ‘When you 
see your enemy's ass lying help- 
less under its load... you must 
give him a hand with it’?” And 
he proceeds to help the ass-driv- 
er who is trouble. As they work 
together on the 895 and its load 
they say to each other, “Shift 
it a bit here,” “Raise it a bit 
there," and so on, until together 
they have got the ass back up 
on its feet. What happens in the 
Process Is that the two enemies 
make peace with each other. For
